1 . This application encompasses 3 species of the inventive subject matter - the 
reactor bed, as for example, the species of Figures 2 and 3c (the honeycomb version), 
Figure 3a (the pebble version), and Figures 4a and 4b (the foam version) respectively. 
Pursuant to 35 USC §121 , applicant is required for a complete response to (1 ) elect a 
single disclosed species, and (2) list all claims readable on the elected species including 
and any claims subsequently added (MPEP 809.02 (a)). 

2. Applicant is further advised that a mere argument alleging that a generic claim 
exists or is allowable will not satisfy a species election requirement. For a complete 
response, applicant must elect a single species and list the claims readable on that 
species as set forth above. 

3. Applicant is required to use this opportunity to clarify a critical teaching of the 
present application. On p. 6, 1. 4 et seq., Applicant teaches that contrary to a combustor 
where ideally the flame is adiabatic and no heat is transferred to the walls; in bed 
reactors ALL OF THE HEAT is transferred to the bed (that makes the subject of the 
species election above). If all the reaction heat is transferred to the bed, then the 
reaction products exit the reactor with the same enthalpy that they entered with, and the 
process would not be self-sustaining because the turbine could not be supplied with the 
energy to drive the compressor. A clarification of this matter is required. No new matter 
will be admitted. 
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4. A telephone call was made to Thomas Otterlee at 414 271 6560 on 1 1/16/2004 
to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
